The resu lts of California’s primary su g­ 
gest that Sen. William F. Knowland, Repu b­ 
lican. may have an u phill fight to beat State 
Attorney General Edmu nd G. Brown his 
Democratic opponent, for the governorship 
next fall. 
In the primary, of cou rse, candidates of 
different parties cannot generally be said to 
be ru nning against each other. Within party 
bou nds, they are seek ing to become stand­ 
ard bearers for the fall campaigns. 
California departs from that pattern 
however, to the extent that it allows cross 
filing, u nder which any candidate may pre­ 
sent his name—with proper party label— in 
both party colu mns on the ballot. 
From time to time a candidate thu s wins 
both nominations and thereby assu res him­ 
self of election at primary time. 
On this occasion. Brown polled abou t a 
third of the ballots cast in the COP primary, 
in addition to wanning handily his own par­ 


ty’s nomination. Knowland on the o ther 
hand, while tak ing his primary withou t dif­ 
ficu lty, made a relatively small dent on the 
Democratic side. 
The total vote for both men in both par­ 
ty colu mns favored Brown. This may well 
be indicative of a Democratic trend tha t will 
mak e itself felt in the fall, bu t it is very 
risk y to assu me that in gaining this margin 
Brown has firmly demo nstrated he will beat 
Knowland in November. 
Too many special facto rs influ ence the 
size of prim ary votes as compared with fall 
election totals. Organization wrork generally 
tells heavily in primaries, bu t may no t later. 
Intra-party factional differences can play 
a 
role, even when no formal contest exists. 
Therefore, any ju dgm ent based on pri­ 
mary resu lts m u st be sharply hedged abou t.

They ll Do It Every Time

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The chang* now going on in the 
age and sex dis­ 
tribu tion of o u r popu lation will affect 
all of u s in 
one way o r another. When there are mo re children, 
m o re pediatricians are needed to care for them. 
Schools, clothing manu factu rers, toy mak ers, and 
m any others are vitally affected. 
When there are more elderly people, again mo re 
medical care is needed. Living conditions for the 
elderly m u st be stu died. 
Those at both extrem es of life m u st be su pported 
by the men and women still in their peak work ing 
years. 
Some interesting figu res on w-hat is happening 
to u s appeared recently in the bu lletin pu blished by 
a large life insu rance company. In this article it 
was pointed ou t that the total nu m ber of people 
over 55 in the United States has increased by nearly 
5 5 million between 1940 and 1958. 
There are now appro xim ately 14.5 million people 
over 65 living. Their ratio to th# whole popu lation 
has gone u p from 6 8 per hu ndred to 8.6 per hu n­ 
dred. 
It will not su rprise any of u s to learn that the 
increase in elderly people has been less rn su ch 
states as Maine, 
New' H am pshire, V erm o nt and 
Iowa than it has in California, 
Arizona and Flo rida. 
This js clearly a reflection of the m o vem ent of eld­ 
erly people into m ilder clim ates. 


It is thou ght lik ely that more than five million 
mo re people o ver 65 will be added to the popu lation 
of the United States by 
1970, and that then those 
o ver 65 wnll constitu te abou t nine and one-half ou t 
of IOO of the total popu lation. 


According to present forecasts, by 1970 19 states 
and the District of Colu mbia will have more than 
IO per cent of their popu lation in the older age 
grou p. 


Again, not su rprisingly, women will greatly ou t­ 
nu m ber men. By 1970 it is thou ght that there will be 
almo st three million mo re in the o ver 
65 grou p. 


Althou gh the bu lletin did not mention it, the bu r­ 
den on yo u nger people by 1970 m ay not be increas­ 
ed as mu ch as it sou nds. 


By that tim e the children who were bom in su ch 
large nu m bers from 1940 on will be in their peak 
work ing years. Their nu m bers are so great that 
perhaps they will be able to su ppo rt the elderly 
mo re easily than one wou ld su spect. 


Furthermore, recent y ears hav e shown a grea t 
increase in the ability of older people to develop 
financial resources during their working y ears 
to 
meet their later needs. 
Barring the unforeseen, the situation should not 
be too acute, though ev ery one should plan for th* 
ex pected changes.
